Two government' Bills, dealing with unemployment and 
bilingualism, were passed with a clear majority at the closing 
session of Model Parliament, Saturday afternoon. The House 
Speal<er was Prof. J.R. Mallory, chairman of the Department of 
Economics and Political Science. 



The Bill on unemployment sta- 
ted that either tax rebates or re- 
ductions in the rate of interest on 
loans would be given to firms 
which make significant investments 
in areas of below average employ- 
ment, as well as to industrial firms 
which do not maicc any sigi\lf leant 
reduction of their employment dur- 
ing tiic winter. 

OPPOSITION PROTESTS 

Danny Treviclc, spcnlting for the 
New Democrats, protested tiiat the 
Opposition had not seen the Bill, 
and called for a six-month defer- 
ment. He said the fact that the 
Bill was not available showed that 
the government laclced confidence 
in itself. 

Bill Hutchison, spcalcing for the 
Progressive Conservatives, carried 
on the examples of dancing set at 
Thursday's session, saying, "The 
whole program represents the most 
modem dance 'of all— the slop". 

The motion for ah amendment 
was defeated by a vote of 29-28, 
and the Bill was passed, with only 
the PC's and CTCM opposing. 
NATIONAL UNITY 

The second Bill proposed the es- 
tablishment of a Royal Commis- 
sion to inspect the methods and 
measures required to achieve equa- 
lity and biculturalism, with special 
reference to the teaching of Eng- 
lish and French in all provinces. 

Claude Harari, leader of the 
PC's, claimed that the government 
was trying to interfere with pro- 
vincial rights. 

NDP proceeded to show how bi- 
lingual they were by stating their 
argument on the motion in the lan- 
guage of the Province of Quebec. 
This started a scries of French 



Friday Marked By Stormy Session; 
Tempers Fly In Rowdy Parliament

The second sitting of Model Parliament managed to pass four bills and table several others 
through much arguing, political manoeuvering, and general rowdiness on Friday in the Union 
Ballroom. ' > 



The first bill, presented by the 
Government, concerned, Canada's 
entry into the European Economic 
Community. Immediately before 
the reading, a point of order was 
raised by the Progressive Conser- 
vatives. They maintained that the 
bill had not been presented to the 
House before reading, and there- 
fore was out of order. 

Professor Charles Taylor, of Mc- 
Gill's Political Science Depart- 
ment, as Speaker of the House, 
ruled that tlie Liberal Government 
was in order, but said that the 
House could talce a vote if neces- 
sary. 

The standing vote proved in fa-

vour of the Government by a sin- 
gle man, but immediately there 
were cries of illegality from the 
Opposition. They maintained that 
the Liberals had used a non-M.P. 
to pad their ranlcs. 

PC WALKS OUT 

Robert Amaron, Conservative 
M.P., asked for action by the Speak- 
er, but was refused. Amaron then 
left the House saying, "I refuse to 
return for the remainder of this 
silting until the Government ad- 
mits to the niis-vote". 

Amaron returned to the House 
Saturday afternoon after tlie Speak- 
er ruled that the matter be forgot- 
ten. 



The House finally quieted and 
the entire Conservative party walic- 
cd out while Trade and Commerce 
Minister Stan Cytrynbaum com- 
menced the reading of the first 
bill. It called for' Canada applying 
for entry into the EEC and the 
subsequent forming of an "Atlan- 
tic Trading Community". 

Danny Trevick, leader of the 
New Demrocratic Party, proposed 
an amendment calling for the form- 
ing of a commission to study the 
bill, and both the bill and the 
amendment were passed. 

WHITE PAPER PRESENTED 

The second Government bill was 
a Wliitc Paper on national defence. 
The paper called for "no nuclear 
weapons for Canada". In their plat 
form, the Liberals worded this 
proposal, "no nuclear weapons for 
Canada at this time" but omitted 
the latter part apparently in a mo 
ve to gain the support of the Lea 
gue for Nuclear Disarmament.

questions, and points of order, un- 
til the Speaker declined to conti- 
nue and resorted to English. 
BILL PASSED 

The Bill was finally passed una- 
nimously. 

Following the government Bills, 
two private members' Bills were 
introduced, the first one by Danny 
Treviclc on behalf of the NDP's. 

Trevick stated that it is a danger 
to Canada's economy to have so 
much foreign control where finan- 
cial aid is concerned. He proposed 
the formation of a federal invest- 
ment board to channel the neces- 
sary capital to those areas of Cana- 
da most in need of development. 

The government professed that 
foreign investment is necessar>' for 
the growth of Canada's economy; 
and that Canadians have a right to 
loolc forward to increased growtli 
and a higher standard of living. 
DISPERSE CAPITAL 

Bob Amaron, of the PC's stated 
that Canada ought to receive less 
capital from the United States and 
more from other nations, but that 
he realizes that Canada cannot get 
along without foreign aid. 

The motion was passed by a vote 
of 48-10. 

The other private member's Bill 
was introduced by the LND, stating 
a resolution respecting support and 
encouragement for the Canadian 
Research Institute and the Interna- 
tional Peace Research Fund. 

An amendment was advanced 
and defeated; CTCM claimed total 
disagreement with the Bill, and the 
final vote passed the resolution, 
39-18. 

QUESTION PERIOD 

Before the reading of the Bills, 
a question period was held during, 
which the members of the Opposi-' 
tion posed various questions to the 
government. 

CTCM plagued the Minister of 
Transport with questions such as, 
"Why does the six-hour train be- 
tween Montreal and Toronto take 
6 14 hours now, whereas in 1031 it 
only tooic 6 hours?" 

They also wanted to know whe- 
ther different kinds of glue would 
be used on different denomination 
stamps, so that blind people would 
be able to tell the difference. The 
government replied that they liad 
spoken to tiic Liquor Commission 
on the matter. 

The session ended with Prime 
Minister Sy Steinman thanking 
Professor Mallory for the excellent 
job he did as Speaker to which the 
Opposition heartily agreed. 

0 Canada was then sung in both 
English and French (at the same 
time).

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NFCUS Cantek Seminar 

GUELPH (CUP) — The National Federalion of Canadian Unlversily Students regional semi- 
nar, to be held at the Ontario Agricultural College this weekend (February 2-4), has been 
cancelled. 



The last minute announcement 
came from the OAC Union Coun- 
cil two days before the seminar 
was to open. A laclc of delegates 
and speakers was held to be the 
reason; 

Of the expected 40 Ontario Uni- 
versity delegates, only 15 indicated 
positive attendance. Four of eight 
speakers were confirmed at the 
time of the announcement. 
WHOLESALE FLOP

As the paper was being present- 
ed, members of the Opposition pro- 
tested the validity of the term 
"White Paper", and produced a 
dictionary to show that a White 
Paper meant a statement of policy, 
while the Government's paper was, 
the Opposition maintained, actual- 
ly a bill. 

After the laughter and shouting 
died down, the issue was voted on 
and once again, the Liberals suc- 
ceeded. 

MINIMUM WAGE IN 
The third private bill was pre- 
sented by the Progressive Conser- 
vatives concerning a Minimum Wa- 
ge Law. The bill was "quietly" pas- 
sed, but soon after, the Govern 
mcnt argued that it was unconsti 
tutional. 

The final bill passed on Friday 
was a private one presented by the 
Congress Toward Canadian Matu 
rity. It concerned the nationaliza 
tion of Canadian Pacific Airlines, 
The terms of the bill agreed to pay 
as compensation seven per cent of 
the face value of all Canadian Pa 
cific Railway shares to all share 
holders. 
MINISTER LAUGHED DOWN 
Allen Nutik, Minister of Trans- 
port, interrupted tho reading of 
the bill to ask a question, but was 
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laughed down by the House. He 
then rose again to introduce an 
amendment to the effect Uiat sha- 
re-holders receive thiriy-one per- 
cent of the profits, or pay the same 
ambiint in deficits. The Govern 
ment supported the minister, but 
the motion was defeated 27-10, 

The entire session was marked 
by disorderly procedure and amus 
ing events. At one time during the 
sitting, Ezra Beinhaker, BA 3, man 
aged to find a seat with the Oppo- 
sition and was recognized by the 
Speaker. After delivering a short 
dissertation on the ineffectiveness 
of the Government, he was finally 
discovered and escorted from Par 
liament. 

ODD COMMENTS 

Statements against the Govern 
mcnt were especially amusing and 
included: "The Government is anti 
labour— it drinks non-union beer", 
"We seem to have a circus of train 
ed seals — they applaud on com- 
mand". 

In retaliation, Stan Hartt replied 
to a question on the retiring of 
workhorses by saying, "We belie 
ve in full employment for every 
horse capable of working, and in 
unemployment for members of the 
Opposition".

Most of the spectators 
enjoyed the entertainment although there were a few 
who had apparently come to the wrong place (they 
claimed that they were looking for a serious discussion 
of current issues in the Canadian political scene). 

We were impressed with the equitable cJistri- 
bution of the acts. No single party monopolized the 
stage, each orte did_their bit to see that the festive 
atmosphere was set up and maintained. Because of 
this healthy competition, the judges could not decide 
to whom the prized cat-call and chair-banging award 
should go. • 

We were pleased that the traditional game of "defeat- 
the-government" was being played with full intensity. There 
was some feeling before parliament opened thai a three day 
session would detract from interest in this passtime and would 
allow for a more objective interplay of. ideas. Fortunately, the 
pessimists were wrong — participation In the sport showed 
no decline. 

(For those unfamiliar with this game, we offer 
a brief explanation. The object is to vote agqmst,cill 
government proposals by finding a good rationaliza- 
tion for holding an opposing view. It is a capital of- 
fense, in this game, to agree with the government.) 

Spectators were also treated to an amazingly " 
high level (quantity not quality) of insults. There was 
seldom a speech which did riot provide the basis for 
a large number of derogatory remarks to sail across 
the floor of the house. On occasion, the wit was re- 
placed by the less entertaining but more effective obs- 
tructionist tactic of drowning out the speaker. This 
procedure, abetted by the less-than-perfect ocustics 
of the Cro-Magnon House Ballroom (the chambre of 
parliament), made it difficult to hear many of the 
addresses. We are happy to report, however, that 
most of the MP's were not unduely disturbed by this 
slight Jnadequacy. 

The house had a healthy respect for this country's 
bilingual structure. Cries of "en français" were heard 
at regular intervals — regardless of the language 
being used at the time. , 

Those who attended.the. parliament (either as 
member — of which there were 60 — oj* as observer 
— average : 1 2) enjoyed themselves immensely. There 
was a minority who maintained that the parliament 
should have been more of a rational forurfi for a less 
rowdy expression of political ideas. But, these people 
should realize that the prime function of a model par- 
liament is to be a caricature of the worst elements of 
the House of Comments. Anyhow, several intelligent 
bills did slip through during the peaceful Jntervals'. 

We do have one criticism to level at the indi- 
viduals involved in the parliament. We feel that they 
should have announced their intention to stage d cir- 
cus before the Debating Union organizers did such an 
excellent job of preparing for a less frivolous sitting. 

Then too, if a professor is invited down to-'be 
speaker, the house should show some degree of res- 
pect and should not let his job degenerate to that of 
J'ingnriaster. Professors Mallory and Taylor are to be, 
commended for their patience and tolerance. 

The Model Parliament was a successful, circus.' 
Very few university students, however, patronize 
circuses.

few of tu. Unfortunately, it feeds 
upon the credulity of not only 
our men of letters but also — 
and most dangerously so.— on 
the "peasant" masses who seek 
any form of expression for the 
rclèase of pent-up hostilities and 
petty hatreds. 

I must agree with a local co- 
lumnist wiio contended that had 
the British never appeared on 
the scene, France would have 
thrown in Canada with the Louis- 
iana Purchase and we'd ail be 
well-to-do Yanlcecs today. No 
church-state problem, no langua- 
ge barriers and no ."superior" 
cultures: just plain yanlccc- 
doodle-dandy. But unfortunately 
the British won the war and al- 
lowed the local inhabitants to 
keep their very un-French way of 
life. The Industrial Revolution 
° came to America and all but 
coinpletely by-passed Quebec and 
its Church-dominated education- 
al system, which to this day re- 
mains inferior with a few not- 
able exceptions. 

We must now examine the 
claim of the separatists that they 
are entitled to claim a hefty 
chunlf of Canada as their very 
own on the grounds of being a 
persecuted minority and a valid 
culture. 

Civil War ? 

We will ignore for the moment 
the legal implications of this 
movement as to treasonable in- 
tent (if such be possible), but 
will not ignore the possibility 
of bloodshed, since spokesmen 
for some half million French- .

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Cagers Gain Re venge On Blues; 
Clinch Tie For Intercollegiate Title

In a spirited victory Saturday niglit at the Currle Gym, the McGill Redman defepted the 
University of Toronto Blues 79-48 in one of the most crucial games of the Intercollegiate Season. 



The Rcdmcn showed a packed 
house what spirited team play 
can do for a squad laclfing one of 
• the important essentials of basket- 
ball, which is height. Overcoming 
this drawback, McGiil fought a de- 
termined game, coming out of tlie 
encounter with a clutch victory. 
^■i- In the opening minutes, the Red- 
men began to pour on the steam, 
and never once let up on the taller 
Blues. At the five-minute mark, 
Coach Ron Sharp's cagers jumped 
into an 80 lead. It was already 
evident that the boy.s were sharp- 
ened up for the game, and wanted 
this victory desperately. They con- 
tinued to apply the pressure on the 
Varsity club, and half way through 
the first period, had worked their 
way into a 15-G lead, largely on 
the basis of Bob Bcrkman's nine 
points. Bob also played an out- 
standing defensive game, and took 
down more rebounds in tliis fray 
than he has in any previous game. 

STRONG ATTACK 

The Rcdmen's relentless attack 
gradually wore down the Blues' 
defense, and at the three-quarter 
mark of the half, McGill hold a 
23-12 lead, largely on the strength 
of Berkman's 15 points. Another 
Redman who proved his value to 
the team was Ron Iloreck, who 
electrified the crowd on several 



occasions with his sensational out- 
side shots. Ron hit for. twelve 
points in a row during one stretch, 
three field-goals coming just be- 
fore the half-way mark, and the 
other, six points to open up the 
second period of play, Horcck- as 
well, reflecting the terrific desire 
of the team to win this ball game, 
played well defensively, fighting 
all the way on the boards against 
the bigger Toronto squad. 

The half ended with the Rcdmcn 
leading 33-18. Heading the McGill 
scoring parade were Berkman, with 
15 points, Perkins, with 10, and 
Iloreck with 8. Under the inspired 
leadership of co-captain Perkins, 
the Rcdmen played extremely cap- 
able ball in this first period, and 
overpowered the Blues in all res- 
pects. 

SECOND HALF 

The second half opened witli the 
Rcdmcn still holding the Blues at 
bay and playing the same type of 
determined basketball which event- 
ually led them to a well-earned 
victory. Within the space of two 
minutes, Iloreck brought the pack- 
ed house to its feet with three tre- 
mendous one-hand push shots. This 
tjrought the count to 39-20. The 
Rcdmcn still refused to let-up on 
the faltering Blues, and had open- 
ed up a 43-25 lead by the five- 
minute mark of the half.
